I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Port  Health 
Officer,  Rangoon,  for  the  year  1917. 

The  number  of  sea-going  vessels  arriving  in  Rangoon  Port  from  India  and 
Foreign  Ports  was  895,  showing  a  decrease  of  71  on  the  returns  of  1916,  and  of 
1 18  on  those  of  1915.  Out  of  the  total  number  448  were  visited  by  the  Port 
Health  Staff,  66  under  the  provisions  of  General  Department  Notification  No.  73 
of  1917,  198  under  the  Burma  Vaccination  Act  of  1909,  and  184  under  section 
17-2P.  of  the  Indian  Ports  Act.  Sixty-four  vessels  were  found  to  be  infected. 
An  outstanding  feature  of  this  as  of  previous  reports  is  the  reference  made  by  the 
Port  Health  Officer  to  the  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  or  contagious 
disease  which  arrived  in  the  Port  of  Rangoon  without  notification  by  the  ships’ 
commanders.  In  all  130  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  reported  or  detected  at 
inspection  or  subsequently.  Only  40  such  cases,  occurring  in  20  vessels,  were 
reported  by  the  ship’s  master  on  arrival  at  Elephant  Point,  as  required  by  the 
rules  under  Notification  No.  73  of  1917,  while  28  further  cases  were  subsequently 
detected  by  the  Port  Health  Staff  in  the  same  ships,  during  inspection. 

Thirty-five  other  vessels  among  198  inspected  under  the  Vaccination  Act  of 
1909,  on  which  no  case  of  infectious  disease  was  reported  by  the  ship’s  master, 
were  found  to  be  infected,  39  unnotified  cases  of  infectious  disease  (including  one 
dead  from  cholera)  being  thus  detected  among  passengers  disembarked  from  these 
vessels,  and  two  cases  developed  later,  one  in  hospital  and  one  in  the  town. 
Further,  seven  vessels  not  previously  notified  as  infected  were  found  to  contain  ten 
infectious  cases  during  observation  on  board  carried  out  under  the  Indian  Ports 
Act. 

The  inadequacy  of  the  Port  Health  Rules  published  in  General  Department 
Notification  No.  73  of  1917  for  the  protection  of  Rangoon  and  the  province 
generally  is  thus  glaringly  evidenced  by  this  experience,  since,  while  only  68  cases 
of  infectious  or  contagious  disease  on  20  vessels  out  of  the  total  130  cases 
recorded  were  brought  to  light  under  the  application  of  these  rules,  another  62 
cases  were  discovered  more  or  less  fortuitously  during  inspection  or  observation 
of  passengers  under  the  provisions  of  other  enactments  in  force  Of  these  the 
powers  conferred  on  the  Port  Health  Officer  under  section  17D  of  the  Indian 
Ports  Act  enabled  the  detection  of  only  ten  infectious  cases.  It  has  to  be 
observed  that  the  Port  Health  Officer’s  powers  under  this  Act  permit  only  of  a 
general  observation  of  the  passengers  and  crew  while  crowded  together  on  board, 
and  do  not  extend  to  medical  or  clinical  examination  of  individual  persons.  Thus 
very  little  opportunity  is  afforded  under  this  Act  for  detecting  disease  among  the 
ships’  company,  and  it  is  surmisable  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  infected  escape 
detection.  This  Act  is  therefore  of  little  use  for  the  protection  of  the  Port  and 
Province  from  the  introduction  of  dangerous  infections,  and  its  working  involves  a 
great  expenditure  of  time  and  labour  for  the  production  of  wholly  incommensurate 
results.  It  is  therefore  fortunate  that  we  possess  a  further  line  of  defence  in  the 
powers  conferred  on  the  Port  Health  Staff  for  the  inspection  of  passengers  as  to 
their  state  of  vaccination  under  the  Vaccination  Act  of  1909.

This  protection  is  of  a  partial  character,  since  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are 
applied  to  Rangoon  Port  only  as  a  temporary  measure,  and  for  the  inspection  of 
passengers  from  India  and  Burma  Ports  only,  and,  owing  to  the  large  number  of 
passengers  arriving  at  Rangoon  in  the  busy  season  and  to  the  inadequacy,  both  of 
the  Port  Health  Staff  and  of  the  wharf  accommodation  now  available  for  medical 
inspection  work,  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  passengers  from  India  have  to 
be  permitted  to  disembark  without  inspection  for  vaccination 

Further,  the  somewhat  brief  and  cursory  inspection  which  alone  is  possible 
during  the  disembarkation  of  crowds  of  passengers  does  not  permit  of  the  detec¬ 
tion  of  slight  cases  of  dangerous  infectious  disease  ;  and  of  course  “  carriers  ”  of 
such  dangerous  infectious  and  contagious  diseases  as  cholera  or  enteric  fever 
cannot  be  detected  by  such  inspection. 

An  analysis  of  the  Port  Health  Officer’s  figures  shows  that  among  the 
infectious  cases  reported  and  detected,  there  were  34  cases  of  cholera  and  47  of 
small-pox,  while  two  cases  of  plague  developed  definite  symptoms  only  after 
disembarkation.  Of  the  34  cases  of  cholera  31  were  reported  by  ship’s  masters, 
or  found  on  subsequent  inspection  under  the  Port  Rules,  and  only  three 
were  detected  during  inspection  under  the  other  two  Acts  in  force,  which  fact 
emphasizes  the  difficulty  which  attends  the  detection  of  mild  cases  of  cholera  in 
passengers,  unless  a  careful  medical  inspection  in  quarantine  is  enforced.  Of  the 
47  small-pox  cases,  13  only  were  reported  by  ships’  masters  or  detected  on 
subsequent,  medical  inspection  prescribed  by  the  Port  Health  rules  for  infected 
vessels,  while  of  the  remaining  34  cases,  32  were  detected  during  the  routine 
inspection  carried  out  under  the  Vaccination  Act,  and  two  during  observation  under 
the  Indian  Ports  Act. 

The  penal  clauses  of  the  Epidemic  Diseases  Act  which  affect  ships’  masters 
who  do  not  notify  the  existence  of  infectious  disease  on  board  their  vessels  have 
continued  in  abeyance  during  the  year  under  review,  in  conformity  with  the 
Standing  Orders  of  Government.  Special  credit  is  therefore  due  to  these  ships’ 
masters  who  did  comply  with  the  regulations  in  this  particular. 

The  work  of  the  department  has  been  ably  conducted  throughout  1917 
as  in  former  years  by  Dr.  F.  A.  Foy,  Port  Health  Officer,  Rangoon,  and  his  medical 
assistants  and  subordinate  staff,  to  all  of  whom  my  thanks  are  due. 

Dr.  J.  F.  D’Mello  officiatedfor  Dr.  Foy  for  six  weeks  in  July-August  and 
performed  his  duties  with  ability  and  zeal.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  work  done  by 
the  Port  Health  Department  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1917  asunder  : — 

1.  Staff. — The  staff  during  the  year  was  substantially  the  same  as  that  on 
31st  December  1916. 

Inspection  of  In-comp^G’ Vessels. 

2.  Arrivals — Vessels. — There  were  895"  vessels  from  Indian  and  Foreign 
ports  or  71  less  than  in  1916.  Those  from  Foreign  ports  were  increased,  chiefly 
small  vessels  making  repeated  trips  from  Penang  and  Singapore. 

3.  Passengers. — The  number  of  passengers  is  206,789  or  23,079  less  than  in 
1916. 

4  Vessels  not  visited. — These  were  447  or  76  less  than  in  1916,  but  many  in 
January  and  February  1916  were  not  visited.  They  were  chiefly  cargo  vessels 
and  were  reported  to  have  carried  25,640  members  of  crew  and  603  passengers. 

5.  Vessels  visited.  ( a )  Sea-going. — These  were  448  or  an  increase  on  1916 
of  5  and  carried  43,483  members  of  crew  andj2o6, 1S6  passengers. 

Regulations  under  which  they  were  visited. 

A.  6.  General  Department  Notification  No.  73,  dated  the  13 th  March  1917, 
Parts  I  to  VII,  and  its  predecessor  No.  426,  dated  the  20th  December  1914 
(which  was  practically  the  same  notification). —  Sixty-six  vessels  came  under  this 
regulation  and  included  the  following  reports  : 

7.  (\)  Infectious  diseases  [Part  II  (a)]  were  reported  to  the  Pilot  by  the 
commanders  of  20  vessels  (reporting  40  cases  or  the  same  number  of  vessels  as 
in  1916.  Of  these  2  vessels  on  their  return  here  reported  one  death  each  from 
plague  on  the  outward  voyage  to  India.  Twelve  commanders  reported  cholera  on 
board  at  arrival  (17  cases,  of  which  one  was  dead),  5  small-pox  (6  cases),  1  measles 
(1  case).  Further,  14  deaths  during  the  voyage  from  cholera  were  reported  on 
3  of  the  12  vessels  on  which  the  above  stated  cases  of  cholera  occurred. 

( h )  On  these  20  vessels  28  more  cases  were  detected  as  follows  : — 

(1)  five  cases  of  chicken-pox  were  detected  during  the  inspection  round  on 

board ; 

(2)  one  case  of  small-pox  was  detected  at  disembarkation  ; 

(3)  fourteen  cases  of  cholera,  6  of  small-pox,  1  of  chicken-pox  and  1  of 

measles  were  detected  at  inspection  and  disinfection  after  disembarka¬ 
tion.  Total  cases  reported  and  detected  were  68.

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8.  (ii)  Non- infectious  deaths  [Part  III  (£)]  were  reported  on  io  vessels  as 
the  reason  for  hoisting  quarantine  signals. 

9.  (iii)  East  African' Ports  ( Part  VI E). — Thirty  vessels  arrived.  No  cases 
of  Jigger  were  detected  on  inspection.  One  case  of  mumps  developed  in  hospital 
from  among  suspects  sent  for  observation. 

10.  (iv)  Serious  non-inf ectious. — Six  vessels  arrived  under  this  heading. 

B.  1 1.  Vaccination  Act  (1909).  The  vessels  inspected  under  this  Act  were 
198  or  19  less  than  in  1916.  On  37  of  these  vessels  (or  19  per  cent,  of  the  198) 
infectious  diseases  were  detected  by  this  department  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Three  vessels  did  not  report  to  the  Pilot  at  Elephant  Point  but  reported 
to  this  department  on  boarding,  2  for  small-pox  (7  cases)  and  1  for  cholera  (1 
death).  On  one  of  these  the  6  cases  of  small-pox  occurred  on  the  outward 
voyage  from  Rangoon. 

( b )  On  32  vessels  the  cases  were  detected  as  follows  : — 

(1 )  At  the  des embarkation  of  passengers  into  the  transport  on  2  vessels 
(1  small-pox,  1  chicken-pox). 

(2)  At  the  inspection  of  passengers  for  vaccination  on  30  vessels  for 
cholera  (i  vessel,  1  case),  small-pox  (21  vessels,  23  cases), 
chicken-pox  (2  vessels,  8  cases),  measles  (3  vessels,  3  cases)  and 
mumps  (3  vessels,  4  cases). 

(c)  Developed  in  Hospital  from  one  vessel  (chicken-pox,  1  case)  among 
suspects  sent  for  observation. 

( d )  Developed  in  town  from  one  vessel  (small-pox  1  case)  in  a  passenger 
who  was  all  right  at  inspection. 

C.  12.  Indian  Port  Acts  (section  17-2D).  The  vessels  visited  under  this 
Act  were  184  or  10  more  than  in  1916.  On  7  of  these  infectious  disease  was 
detected  as  follows  : — 

(a)  At  observation  on  board  on  5  vessels — small-pox  2  vessels  (2  cases), 
measles  3  vessels  (6  cases). 

(b)  Developed  in  Hospital.  Plague  (1  vessel  1  case)  in  a  suspect  sent  for 
observation  for  malaria. 

(0  Developed  in  Town.  Plague  (1  vessel,  1  death). 

13.  The  aggregate  number  of  vessels  under  B  and  C  is  382  (all  passenger 
vessels)  and  of  these  39  (leaving  out  the  5  from  which  cases  developed  in  hospital 
and  in  town)  or  10  per  cent,  were  infected  on  arrival  and  failed  to  report  and  would 
probably  not  have  been  boarded  by  this  department  under  General  Department 
Notification  No.  73,  dated  the  13th  March  1917. 

14.  The  aggregate  number  of  infected  vessels  under  A,  B  and  C  is  59  (after 
deducting  those  5  from  which  cases  developed  in  hospital  and  town)  and  of  these 
only  20  reported  infection,  while  39  or  66  per  cent,  failed  to  report. 

*5-  Plague.—  No  vessels  arrived  from  Indian  or  Foreign  ports  infected  with 
plague  or  a  history  of  rat  mortality. 

Measures. — As  a  result  of  the  visits  the  following  were  carried  out  : — 

16.  Inspection. — Cases  of  infectious  disease  reported  and  detected  were  130 
(including  47  of  cholera  and  47  of  small-pox)  so  that  practically  130  foci  of  active 
disease  were  segregated  or  otherwise  dealt  with.  Of  these,  23  sick  were  reported 
to  Pilot  on  arrival,  15  deaths  occurred  on  the  voyage  here  and  were  buried  at  sea 
and  were  reported  on  arrival  here  (cholera),  2  deaths  occurred  on  the  voyage 
from  Rangoon  to  India  and  were  reported  on  return  to  this  port  (plague),  1  more 
cholera  death  was  reported  on  boarding  by  this  department  while  the  remaining 
89  cases  would  probably  never  have  been  heard  of  but  for  inspections  by  this 
department.  Of  these  89  cases  29  were  detected  under  inspections  required  by 
General  Department  Notification  No.  73,  dated  the  13th  March  1917,  and  6  were 
cases  left  at  other  ports  on  the  outward  voyage  while  the  remaining  54  would  not 
have  been  detected  without  the  Vaccination  and  Indian  Ports  Act.  Of  the  89 
unreported  cases  landed  here,  8  were  detected  by  this  department  at  disembarka¬ 
tion,  8  at  observation,  61  at  inspection,  j  developed  in  hospital  and  2  were  said 
to  have  developed  in  town  and  1  was  reported  to  this  department  on  boarding.  Of 
the  89  cases  one  was  plague ,  15  were  cholera,  34  small-pox,  16  chicken-pox,  10 
measles  and  5  mumps,  all  unreported  cases  on  board  on  arrival  that  would  have 
got  into  Rangoon. 
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17.  Inflamed  and  enlarged  glands  noted  and  sent  for  examination  of 
tissue  were  25,  but  none  of  them  were  found  to  contain  plague  bacilli. 

18.  Suspects  sent  to  hospital  for  observation  for  fever,  diarrhoea,  undefined 
rashes,  etc.,  numbered  958  cases.  Of  these,  1  plague ,  1  chicken-pox  and  1  mumps 
developed  in  hospital. 

19.  Lepers  sent  to  the  police  numbered  6. 

20.  Disinfection  of  effects  of  879  crew  and  3,659  passengers  was  carried  out. 

21.  Disinfection  of  59  infected  vessels  was  carried  out  and  of  these  56  were 
disinfected  at  Rangoon  and  3  at  other  ports. 

22.  Fumigation  of  three  vessels  for  plague  infection  was  carried  out,  the  4th 
vessel  infected  with  plague  being  fumigated  at  Madras.  Thirty- six  rats  were 
destroyed  and  4  rats  from  three  vessels  were  examined  but  no  plague  bacilli  found. 

23.  Vaccination. — Not  one  per  cent,  of  the  crew  inspected  were  found  Statement 
unprotected  from  small-pox  and  they  had  almost  all  been  protected  by  vaccination.  11 

Of  the  passengers  1 1  per  cent,  were  found  unprotected  (or  6  per  cent,  less  than 
last  year).  As  for  the  latter  half  of  1917  one  good  mark  has  been  held  sufficient 
whereas  last  year  two  good  marks  were  taken  as  the  criterion  of  protection.  Of 
those  found  unprotected  98  per  cent,  were  vaccinated.  Vaccination  has  been 
carried  out  by  the  Municipal  Vaccinators. 

24.  The  Port  Health  Camp  was  not  required  to  be  used  for  segregation  of 
inward  passengers  during  1917  as  no  vessels  arrived  plague  infected.  Govern¬ 
ment  coolies  for  Tavoy,  1,058  in  number,  were  accommodated  and  segregated  at 
the  camp  during  the  year. 

25.  Segregation  can  only  be  imposed  against  vessels  which  arrive  plague 
infected.  But  many  vessels  which  arrive  highly  infected  with  cholera  should 
have  their  passengers  segregated  for  even  a  few  days.  The  14  cases  of  cholera 
were  most  of  them  detected  during  disinfection  of  effects  of  the  passengers,  when 
one  after  another  fell  ill  while  awaiting  disinfection,  while  they  might  easily  have 
passed  in  an  inspection  without  disinfection. 

26.  (b)  Riverine  vessels  visited. — Four  vessels  reported  infection  and  under-  statement 
went  measures  :  2  for  plague,  1  for  cholera  and  1  on  account  of  a  death  subsequently  11  (*)• 
declared  to  be  pneumonia.  At  the  inspection  /  case  of  small-pox  was  detected. 

Two  vessels  were  fumigated  and  2  rats  found  destroyed.  No  plague  bacilli  were 
found  in  2  rats  sent  for  examination. 

27.  ( c )  Vessels  in  Harbour  visited. — Five  vessels  underwent  measures  :  1  for  statement 
plague,  1  for  cholera,  2  for  small-pox  and  1  on  account  of  a  death  subsequently  11  (°)* 
declared  to  be  pneumonia.  One  vessel  was  fumigated  and  10  rats  destroyed,  but 

no  plague  bacilli  were  found  in  the  rat  examined. 


Inspection  of  Out-going  Vessels. 

28.  Only  those  proceeding  to  ports  out  of  India  and  to  Tavoy  are  dealt  with  Statement 
and  numbered  491  or  5/  in  excess  of  1916.  The  Tavoy  vessels  numbered  63  III# 

All  the  Asiatic  and  African  crew  had  their  effects  disinfected  and  all  the  crew 
were  inspected.  The  effects  of  the  deck  passengers  were  disinfected  and  all  the 
passengers  inspected.  The  baggage  coolies  were  also  inspected  and  their  effects 
disinfected. 

29.  Results. — One  case  of  cholera,  3  of  small-pox,  2  of  chicken-pox  and  176 
febrile  and  other  suspects  were  detained. 

30.  Inflamed  and  enlarged  glands  noted  or  sent  for  examination  of  gland 
tissue  were  22  in  number,  but  none  of  them  were  found  to  harbour  plague  bacilli. 

No  cases  of  plague  are  known  to  have  developed  among  the  crew  and  passengers 
of  these  vessels  on  their  outward  voyages.  Any  of  the  vessels  in  which  the  crew 
quarters  had  not  been  cleaned  were  cleaned  prior  to  issue  of  the  Bill  of  Health. 
Inspection  of  measures  to  prevent  the  ingress  of  rats  into  vessels  at  wharves  were 
18,  and  32  vessels  were  found  at  the  wharves.  Fend  off  certificates  (showing  that 
prescribed  measures  had  been  adopted  to  prevent  rats  getting  from  cargo-boats 
to  steamer)  were  requested  for  3  vessels  and  seven  visits  of  inspection  were  paid. 

Wearing  apparel  19  packages  booked  as  cargo  were  inspected  and  found  clean.

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New  members  of  crew  inspected  prior  to  signing  on  articles  were  i  ,044,  and  of  these 
967  were  found  fit  and  77  rejected,  27  for  rise  of  temperature,  24  for  gonorrhoea, 
11  for  hernia,  5  for  phimosis,  3  for  hydrocele,  5  for  chancres,  /  for  ringworm  and 

1  for  debility.  Fumigation  of  17  vessels  at  Agent’s  request  were  carried  out.  On 
4  of  these  99  rats  were  reported  to  be  destroyed.  Three  of  these  rats  from  3  of 
these  vessels  were  examined  for  plague  bacilli,  but  none  were  detected.  Two 
vessels  to  Java  were  fumigated  after  loading.  Thirteen  to  Cuba  and  1  to  Australia 
were  fumigated  empty,  and  the  4  from  which  above  reports  regarding  rats  were 
received  were  among  these. 

One  vessel  proceeding  to  an  Indian  Port  requested  fumigation  for  the 
destruction  of  rats,  and  593  ra^s  perished.  No  plague  bacilli  were  detected  in 
one  of  these  rats  examined. 

Miscellaneous  Transactions  and  Remarks. 

31.  Examination  of  Port  Commissioner' s  Officers  and  employes. — There  are 
now  1,817  officers,  employes  and  subordinates  including  daily  labourers.  The 
Medical  Boards  were  held  (1)  on  a  licensed  pilot  for  fitness  for  extension  of 
service  and  (2)  on  an  Assistant  Harbour  Master  for  fitness  for  service.  Exami¬ 
nation  of  candidates  for  fitness  to  join  were  63  on  44  candidates  and  40  were 
passed.  Examinations  for  medical  certificates  were  2,358  in  number  on  355 
employes,  and  of  these  1  died  and  350  were  declared  fit.  Infectious  diseases 
dealt  with  were  plague  6,  small-pox  1  and  chicken-pox  2.  In  some  cases  the 
employd  was  a  contact,  in  others  a  patient.  Fever  cases  were  most  numerous. 
Eleven  cases  of  hydrocele  and  6  cases  of  hernia  underwent  the  radical  cure  and  2 
cases  required  circumcision.  There  were  16  cases  of  injuries  and  wounds,  2 
of  dog-bite  treated  at  the  Pasteur  Institute,  Rangoon.  Twenty-one  persons  were 
re-vaccinated.  One  consignment  of  condemned  food  was  dealt  with. 

32.  Examinations  at  the  request  of  the  Principal  Port  Officer . — These  were 
328  in  number  and  316  were  passed.  Of  the  328  persons  examined,  274  were 
found  vaccinated,  39  had  had  small-pox  and  15  were  unprotected  and  were 
vaccinated  prior  to  engagement,  Of  the  12  rejections,  *1  was  for  syphilis, 

2  gonorrhoea,  2  chancres,  1  hernia,  1  bubo,  1  phimosis,  1  cardiac  debility  and  3  for 
fever. 

33-  Port  Health  Department  employes  and  Police  who  reported  sick  num¬ 
bered  33. 

34.  Total  cases  of  infectious  diseases  dealt  with  by  this  department  in  1917 
numbered  152  or  37  less  than  in  1916  due  to  subsidence  of  small-pox  through 
the  measures  taken. 

35.  The  disinfecting  stove  was  closed  for  961  hours  and  20  minutes. 

36.  Non-inf ectious  diseases  sent  to  hospital  numbered  1,461  cases  and  others 
not  sent  to  hospital  were  noted  including  glands  and  skin  diseases. 

37.  Port  Health  Department . — My  special  thanks  are  due  to  my  Assistant 
Port  Health  Officers,  Mr.  Solomon  and  Mr.  Vazeer  (L.M.  &  S.,  D.P.H.),  for 
the  help  rendered  me  in  carrying  out  all  the  above  measures.  Also  the  rest  of 
the  staff  including  the  temporary  Sub-Assistant  Surgeon,  Inspectresses,  the  Head 
Clerk,  Disinfecting  Assistants  and  Clerks  have  worked  satisfactorily.
